ter,” the summary notes. “An in- 
quiry should be addressed to the 
U. S. Labor Department’s Wage 


and Hour and Public Contracts Di- | 


visions, Washington 25, D. C., or! 
any of the regional offices of those | 
divisions.” 


In planning to bid or work on | 


government contracts, the  busi- | 
nessman whose-employees are sub= 
ject to the act neéds to know | 
whether the Secretary of Labm 
has issued a minimum wage deter- | 
mination applicable ‘to his indus- | 
try and his employees. 

“If an employee works during 
any part of a day in the workweek 
on a government contract for 
which a minimum wage determina- 


tion is in effect,” the article warns, | 
“the rate set by the determination | 


will apply to all his work for that 
workweek, unless his employer 
maintains records segregating his 


government work from his com- | 


mercial work.” 


MINIMUM WAGE 

As of July 1951, minimum wage 
determinations were in.effect for 
43 different industries as divergent

'\ Set Up Political Education Units 


For a successful veter registration campaign local 
unions should set up political education committees. 


Such committees form the backbone of any effective 
voter registration drive. : 

These committees are needed if a working Con- 
gressional District League is to be formed in each Con- 
gressional district. 


Here are some suggestions for setting up political 
education committees in local unions and forming Con- 
gressional District Leagues: 


Political Education Committees in Local Unions: 
Each local should appoint a Political Education Com- 
mittee of at least five members. 


This committee serves the local union on matters of 
political education. The members of the committee 
also can serve as delegates.to a city, county or Congres- 
sional District Labor’s League for Political Education. 


Such delegates should be persons who are definitely 
interested in political action and are willing to devote 
time and energy to those activities. 


Congressional District League: Ieagues should be 
organized on a Congressional district basis. When there 
is only one League in a Congressional district, it must 
of necessity be a District League. | 


Where there are two or more AFL Leagues in a 
Congressional district, each League should appoint a 
group to meet with representatives of the other Leagues 
so as to plan for over-all operations throughout: the 
district. 


Committees: The delegates from the local union 
political education committees make up the district 
Labor’s League. Officers—a chairman and a secretary- 
treasurer—are elected from these delegates. An Execu- 
tive Council, consisting of the officers and chairmen of 
the district league’s committees, should be formed. 


Committees that are set up should include: 


A finance committee to raise funds and keep track 
of money that is spent. 


A public relations committee to handle publicity, 
news releases, a speaker’s bureau, radio programs and 
all political education material. 


A political direction committee to check on voting 
records of candidates, interview all candidates for pub- 
lic office and recommended endorsements to the Execu- 
tive Council. 

A precinct organization committee to handle regis- 
tration and get-out-the-vote campaigns. This com- 
mittee appoints precinct captains, explains issues to the 
people, operates the Membership Card Index System 
and sees to it that people vote on Election Day. 


A women’s committee coordinates women’s activities 
with other phases of a registration or get-out-the-vote 
campaign. Such a committee sets up Ladies’ Auxiliaries 
for Political Education and women pricinct committees.

Do you have more than one so- 
cial security number? 

If you do, you stand a good 
chance of missing some of the 
Old-Age and Survivors Insurance 
benefits payable in the future to 


| you and your family. 


Only wages credited to the social 
security account of the worker in- 
volved may be used in determining 
the amount of benefits payable 
when a claim is filed. Unless you 
can furnish a record of all the so- 
cial security account numbers you 
have used, you may not get credit 
for all the wages you have earned 
|in jobs covered by social security. 
And that could mean a loss of 
money at a time when it is most 
needed, 


The Social Security Law greatly 
increased the amounts payable to 
retired workers and their families 
| as well as to their survivors when 


| they die. It is, therefore, important 


he earns in a job covered by social 
security. Having more than one 
account number may lessen his 
chance of getting credit for all of 
his wages when the time comes for 
him or his family to file claims for 
Old-Age and Survivors Insurance.

Big Business Mag 
Admits Terrific 
Productivity Jump 


New York (LPA). — Workers’, 


productivity has skyrocketed. So 
says Fortune, the $1.25-a-copy 
magazine of big business, in its Oc- 
tober, 1951, issue. That, says For- 
tune, is “perhaps the most startling 
and important fact about the U. S. 
economy.” 


Output in the past three years | 


has risen more than a third as 


much as it did in-the past 20 years, ! 


and that has been done with an in- 
crease of only 4 per cent in the 
work force in the past three years, 
Fortune points out. 

Calling the increase in produc- 
tion per man-hour “extraordinary,” 
Fortune says another sharp in- 
crease in the coming year is likely, 
and adds: “That increase may run 


as high as 5 or 6 per cent for both 


manufacturing and the whole econ- 
omy. It is almost certain to be 
greater than the long-term or 
‘normal’ increase of 3 per cent for 
manufacturing and 2 per cent for 
the whole economy.” 


Even a 3 per cent gain, says For- 
tune, adds up to a $10 billion offset | 


to inflationary forces. A 6 per cent 
gain would be equal to a $20 billion 
rise in output with the same man- 
power and production costs. 

This advance in productivity, 
says Fortune, could be sufficient to 
“earry the rising defense ‘load 
without inflation.”
